THE FIGHTING SPIRIT 


Only recently two men, one, a negro, the other a Caucasian, met 


in a prize ring in Havana and engaged in a contest for what is known 
as the "heavy weight championship of the world." Those who de- 
bounce prize fighting as the most brutal of sports are at least com- 
pelled to admit that this event attracted the attention of the civilized 
world. 


Ths't class of people advance the opinion that this interest was 


due largely, many of them say solely, to the opportunity it afforded 
for professional gamblers to ply their trade. That, this is not true 
Is easily proved by the fact that the betting on this event wa.s less 
than on any similar event for the last twenty or thirty years. 
Per- 


haps not one person in a hundred in this country wagered any money 
on the outcome. 
On the contrary, there was .scarcely one adult in a 


hundred who did not manifest an open and candid interest in the 
result. 


As we are not dealing In. this world with people as we would like 


to have them, but AS THEY ARE, our pacific friends would do well 
to leave off their denunciation of the general interest which men 
have in athletic events—including prize fighting—and instead of try- 
in to eliminate this fighting spirit from men, turn it into those chan- 
nels where it may be properly used. 


Mere physical bravado and prowess are indeed not to be rated 


•with, the higher powers of men. But since all men arc born with this 
fighting spirit and admire its manifestation even in the admittedly 
trutal sport ot prize fighting, the obvious thing to do is to try to 
turn it to some good advantage. For men to fight one another is 
both foolish and wrong. For them to fight disease and political cor- 
ruption and social injustice is highly commendable. 


The militant spirit is implanted within, us before our birth. Wo 


can be militant for the truth, for right and justice and fair play. 
We cannot afford to be militant in behalf of those forces -which de- 
stroy men's morals and weaken 
the social fabric. The conquest 


•which, one of the men in the Havana prize ring won over the other 
was indeed worthless. But the spirit with which those men strove 
for the mastery is a spirit wlu'ch may be turned to the permanent 
good of mankind. 


We hear people say it is possible to breed this militant spirit out 


- of men. It ffiny be possible to do it, but -\ve hope it will never be 


done. 
The world admires a fighter and so long as it does so long 


•will men strive for the mastery and, through it, for the plaudits of 
their fellowmen. 
To us it appears that the thing to strive for is not 


"' to eliminate the fighting spirit from men, but to turn it in the right 
* direction—turn it away from greod and 
self-aggrandizement 
and 


mere physical superiority to the determination to make social justice 
and equality of opportunity more than empty phrases. 


It is largely a question of Iranian energy, and nO'Oiio would want 


to lessen that, bxvt give it a proper impulse and a right direction. Tt 
is true that the world's groat leaders are frequently fighting men in 
the military sense. In a broader sense, every great leader is a fight- 
ing man—not merely one who can lead soldiers, but one who can 
arouse the fighting spirit in their follows, inspire them with enthusi- 
asm, in the cause of right and direct human energy toward the al- 
leviation of human misery and the improvement of social and eco- 
nomic conditions. 


Prize fighting may bo wrong 
Tt certainly loads 1o no real good 


But the fighting spirit in the gladiator is a quality Avhieh is implant- 
ed in the human breast fur some good purpose. It has carried for- 
ward the standards of civilization in the face of discouragement and 
disappointment. 
Tt enlists men in the cause of the down-trodden 


and oppressed. Tt cannot be allowed to die until the cause of ri»ht 
has triumphed in the la.^t creal figh! with Iho forces of evil and 
darkness.
